COTTON CHOPPERS 
PAID $3.70 DAY 
A denial that persons in the 
federal migratory workers camp 
at Indio had been asked to work 
as cotton choppers at $1 a day 
was made to the board of super­ 
visors in a letter received from 
Harwood D. Mitchell, supervisor 
of indigent aid in the department 
of welfare and relief. 
Mitchell’s report states that the 
workers were offered $1 an acre 
but that they walked off the job 
because no hourly guarantee was 
given them. Those who stayed 
on the job averaged 37 cents per 
hour for a 10-hour day and thus 
made a total of $3.70 per day. 
“It is regrettable that the re­ 
gional director did not report the 
true facts to Mr. Alexander, (Will 
W. Alexander, administrator of 
the migratory camp program)” 
the letter states. “Gentlemen, 
may I suggest that you request 
Mr. Alexander to investigate la­ 
bor problems in the camp at In­ 
dio and again request that the 
camp be discontinued or placed 
under competent and efficient 
management so that it may be 
used for the purpose for which 
it was built,' a migratory camp 
for agricultural workers, and not 
a concentration camp for indigent 
non-resident persons.” 
The board of supervisors order­ 
ed copies of the letter sent to U. 
S. Senator Sheridan Downey and 
to Will W. Alexander.

bible—by compulsion, of course. 
It is a maze 
of contradictions, 
perversions, fantasies, slurs, half­ 
truths, w hole lies. 
(M ore than 
once in its pages H itler insists 
that to be successful a 
leader 
m ust tell whopping lies to 
his 
followers). 
Yet among the mass 
of doubtful verbiage are 
to 
be 
found some of the m ost direct, 
and the most savage, thrusts that 
have ever been leveled at the 
theory of popular government. 


His Attack 


The H itler bible opens with 
the ultim atum that overcrowding 
of the G erm an state w ill give it 
the moral right to acquire for­ 
eign soil. 
This barbaric 
claim 
sets the tempo for 
the 
whole 
scheme of a greater Reich, and 
at the same time justifies w hat­ 
ever program Hitler m ay adopt 
later. 
T hat opening ultim atum is his 
first denial of everything demo­ 
cracy stands for—national 
sov­ 
ereignty, sanctity of home, self­ 
governm ent — but it is not his 
strongest denial. 
His early love 
of freedom, so he m aintains, was 
outraged by his growing distrust 
of the A ustrian parliam ent, until 
he came to “know parliam ent it­ 
self as one of the sym ptom s of 
the death of mankind. 
The par­ 
liam entary principle of m ajority 
rule sins against nature’s 
vital 
law of aristocracy. 
T here is no 
principle so wrong as th e parlia­ 
m entary principle.” 
All this is frank avow al that 
m ight come from 
any 
honest 
m an, did H itler not follow it with 
an astonishing perversion of the 
truth. He w rites that in a demo­ 
cracy an office holder, no m atter 
how badly he bungles his 
job 
will not be held responsible. We 
suspect that by 
“responsibility” 
the budding fuehrer had in 
his 
mind no nicer pictures than that 
of public servants working in fear 
of the firing squad, or, at mildest, 
the concentration camp. W e think

izens of any sort of state, be it 
dem ocratic o r autocratic or any­ 
w here in between. A stupid peo­ 
ple w ill show their stupidity as 
w ell in the elevating of a dicta­ 
to r as in the electing of an exec­ 
utive. 
Fuehrer H itler holds his 
office by virtue of the contem ­ 
porary wisdom or un-w isdom of 
the G erm an people, as Roosevelt 
does w ith regard to the A m er­ 
ican people. 
H itler m ust realize 
this, since he bows to th e G er­ 
m an m inority far enough to con­ 
cede them the farce of an occa­ 
sional election. 
That a dictator 
could never snap the m asses out 
of their stupidity, w here an exec­ 
utive 
could 
conceivably 
have 
some such influence, is of course 
a point H itler will not lose sleep 
over.

Instead, we find our 
deepest pride and security in ju st 
th at circumstance. 
We acknow ­ 
ledge th at our governm ent rises 
no higher than its source, and 
w e suspect that neither does the 
G erm an government. 
As for public men, 
how ever, 
we believe we have found a few 
in our national history w ho have 
risen to the height of the loftiest 
reaches of our Constitution. Well, 
he entirely missed, or deliberate- j js there today a national yard- 
ly ignored, the inspiration and ; stick by which a public m an can

gers only swell. 


the spirit and the function 
popular control. 
If we needed more proof of his 
tw isted hatred and fear of demo­ 
cracy we could find it in his con­ 
clusions about “the masses.” 
He 
says: 
“For purely psychological 
reasons one m ust present not two 
enem ies to the masses, b u t only 
one! 
If the masses believe that 
they battle but a single enemy, 
then belief in their ow n cause 
is strengthened, and hate of the 
one enemy is even m ore bitter, 
is in fact boundless.” 
He undoubtedly has the perfect 
dictator complex, and his

nique looks flawless. We under­ 
stand perfectly why he is riding 
at high tide. 
He uses th e Ger­ 
m an masses as the means, the one 
sure means, to an end— an end 
that is of his own dream ing. 
Of 
course his 
acknow ledgm ent of 
basic dependence upon th e mass­ 
es w eakens his other claim , that 
aristocracy 
is 
“nature’s 
vital 
law,” but a good portion of his 
Bible is in flat denial of the rest 
of it. 
His Half-Truths 


Thus we see H itler trying to 
discredit democracy w ith delib­ 
erate distortions. Yet th ere must 
come a break in even th e most 
perverse reasoning, and th e wily 
H itler seizes upon every 
prop­ 
aganda advantage. His few plaus­ 
ible passages contain a challenge 
for us by reason of the grain of 
truth hidden in them; 
for 
we 
know, or ought to know, 
that 
democracy is not 
a 
perfected 
thing. 
W hen he says that “a m ajority 
always represents both stupidity 
and cowardice” we must question 
half of the statem ent. We see no 
reason why a m ajority should be 
thought m ore cowardly th an 
a 
minority. 
As for the stupidity he charges, 
we grant th a t w hatever of stupid­ 
ity there is in a people at 
a 
given m om ent will find expres­ 
sion through a 
m ajority 
vote. 
How could it be otherwise? Yet 
to say that the m ajority opinion 
on a specific m atter is necessarily 
more stupid than the 
m inority 
opinion is pure assumption. 
Hitler thinks the common peo­ 
ple are savagely stupid. This con­ 
sideration applies equally to cit-

ler has condemned or 
belittled 
every one of his country’s 
past 
statesm en, and has tried to junk 
m ost of their handiw ork. 
W hat

Magazine Writer 
Tells Federal 
Camp Conditions 


A letter from Miss Freda Hiner, 
prom inent new spaper and m aga­ 
zine w riter from the M iddle W est, 
w ho has been residing in B an­ 
ning for several m onths, to the 
ed ito r of the News E xam iner of 
C onnersville, Indiana, is printed 
below . 
It is her criticism of the 
review of the ‘G rapes of W rath,” 
appearing in the E astern paper. 
Since it shows such a clear u n ­ 
derstanding of the m igrant prob­ 
lem in C alifornia it is hoped the 
E astern publication w ill give it 
th e space it deserves. 
“T he review of 
John 
S tein­ 
beck's ‘G rapes of W rath,’ appear­ 
ing in your pages in the Colum n 
‘Living,’ has just come to my no­ 
tice. 
“One of the 
glorious things 
about A m erica is that one has 
alw ays had the right to express 
opinions, a liberty w hich I now 
tak e relative to ‘G rapes of W rath,' 
even though I m ust disagree on 
several points w ith your review ­ 
er, who happens to be a good 
friend of mine. 
It happens also, 
how ever, th at I am qualified to 
speak authoritatively on the m i­ 
g ran t population, having 
m ade 
them a special problem of 
re ­ 
search. 
I spent several m onths 
w ith Miss E sther C anter, form er 
school nurse of Connersville, a t 
the H ealth Clinic in a 
federal 
cam p for m igrant agriculturists, 
w here she served under the C ali­ 
fornia D epartm ent of 
P u b l i c 
H ealth Nurses. 
“As to w hat position Mr. Stein­ 
beck will finally hold as a liter­ 
ary artist, I cannot predict. Only 
the future can give that answer. 
It is im portant, however, to point 
out a few facts, aside from liter­ 
ary m erit, which 
the 
average 
read er far rem oved from C alifor­ 
nia is likely to overlook. 
An a r­ 
tist presents a phase 
of 
truth 
about w hatever subject he hap­ 
pens to choose for 
his 
theme. 
T here is no denying that John 
Steinbeck paints a picture of a 
very low level of A m erican life. 
He goes out of his w ay to stress 
the sordid and strictly physical 
and to omit beauty and the per­ 
sonal or individual obligation for 
ideals. 
As crude and illiterate 
as th e m ajority of Dust Bowlers 
are, they do not take the name 
of 
C hrist and God in vain with 
every other breath as the author 
w ould have us believe. S trange­ 
ly enough, all the characters in 
‘G rapes of W rath,’ including po­ 
licem en, 
highw ay 
inspectors, 
forem en, w aitresses, and restau­ 
ra n t owners, are m ade to speak 
the sam e lingo as that of the m i­ 
grants— guilty of the sam e errors 
in English and cursing. Although 
no ro u te in this country offers 
g reater 
variety 
of 
scene 
and 
beauty, perhaps, than U. S. H igh­ 
w ay 66, the reader gets a glimpse, 
through the eyes of Mr. Stein­ 
beck, of only th at w hich is dis­ 
turbingly ugly in hum an nature. 
“W hy does the author of this 
cu rren t best seller aim 
so 
ob­ 
viously to bring to the A m erican 
public that w hich is b etter 
left 
unsaid, that w hich shocks 
the 
tastes of the 
average 
reader? 
T here is but one answ er. 
The 
book is Red propaganda, pure 
and sim ple. It is intended to stir 
th e sym pathies of A m erica 
for 
the subm erged tenth that lives 
on a near-anim al basis. 
W ithin 
its pages, revolution is fom ented. 
“T here are forces, 
intangible 
though they m ay be, w hich guar­ 
antee 
a 
large 
circulation 
for 
‘G rapes of W rath.’ 
It is a book 
of strong purpose. 
The purpose 
is not that of prom oting A m er­ 
icanism . 
“N ot looking beneath th e sur­ 
face, th e reader finds it very easy 
to blam e society for the 
condi­ 
tion of the D ust Bowlers, who 
settle like locusts in hundreds of 
thousands upon the rich lands of 
C alifornia. The D ust Bowl, how 
ever, w as once a land of Canaan 
N atu re only finished the process 
of destroying it. 
It had 
been 
sucked dry and ravaged by gen­ 
eratio n s of hum an parasites too 
in d o lent to labor and too stub­ 
born to accept the advantages of 
education. W esterners know that 
plow ing under of crops and de­ 
stru ction of forests w ere the pri­ 
m ary causes of the loss of sur­ 
face soil. T here is not space here 
to give the history of that land, 
now know n as the D ust Bowl. It 
w as once rich, but 
the 
casual 
re a d e r of ‘G rapes of W rath’ 
is 
likely to be guilty of m audlin 
sentim entality for the unfortun­ 
a te m igrants and to blam e society 
in general. 
Such is the role of 
Red propaganda to replace 
in­ 
d iv id u al standards with the group 
idea. 
It is, of course, contrary 
to all teachings of the Christian 
religion. 
The plan, if successful, 
w ill reduce th e 
entire 
middle 
class to the low 
level 
of 
the 
group. 
In terse phrasing, th at is 
th e u ltim ate goal of Communism. 
“Mr. Steinbeck is entirely cor­ 
rect i n show ing W estern farm ­ 
ers as unfriendly to the hordes 
o f 
u n fo rtu n ates 
pressing 
into 
C a l i f o r n i a from A rkansas, O kla- 
hom e, T exas, M ississippi; nut he 
c a r e f u l l y 
avoids 
revealing 
the 
s t r u g g l e of those farm ers to m ake 


th eir land w h at it is today. 
Yes, I 
there have been strikes and la- j 
bor troubles; and the Associated 
Farm ers, w hile not w ithout fault, 
stands for A m ericanism and is an 
enem y of th e forces of C om m un­ 
ism. 
California natives do not 
intend that this land should get 
into the w rong hands and 
be 
neglected.
